BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - The bloodieit 


single battle of Lebanon's civil war raged un- 
checked Friday with Palestinian guerrillas and 
right-wing Christians battling over two hillside 
refugee camps in southeastern Beirut. 


A radio broadcast by the Christian Phalange 


party charged that Libyan members of the 
Arab peacekeeping force were fighting beside 
the Palestinians in the four-day battle. 


It said four Libyans "wearing green berets 


on their heads and white peace dove" 
shoulder patches were killed during a diver- 
sionary attack on the Christian area of Ein 
Rummanneh. 


Some 400 Libyans with blue berets bearing a 


broad green ribbon had joined 400 Syrian 
soldiers of the peacekeeping force earlier at 
checkpoints at the airport and a major 


highway on the southern edge of Beirut. 


Christian militias battling left-wing 


Moslems and Palestinian have opposed Libyan 
participation in the Arab truce force, saying 
Libya is one of the chief backers of the leftists 
in the 15-month-oM civil war. 


The Palestinians claimed their forces beat 


back relentless Christian attempts to overrun 
the refugee camps of Tal Zaatar and Jisr el- 
Basha in savage fighting. 


"The bodies of the victims Utter the hills 


and slopes around the area," a spokesman 
said "No one can assess the death toll The 
ambulances have been unable to reach the bat- 
tle zone since the battle broke out and the 
bodies of Palestinian and Lebanese victims 
are rotting." 


He said the battle was "the most vicious" 


since the civil war broke out in April 1975. The 
fighting has wrecked Lebanon's once-thriving 
economy and taken more than 28,000 lives. 


Security forces and hospitals reported more 


than 150 persons were killed in the past 24 
hours but the figure did not include casualties 
from the Tal Zaatar area. 


The two camps are the last leftist stronghold 


in Christian-held eastern Beirut and control 
access between the city and the Christians' 
mountainous heartland, known as Mount 
Lebanon, to the north. 


Spokesmen for the Christian militias said 


they had reinforced 5,000 attacking troops 
with 1,000 more to capture both camps. 


"We shall not leave access to Mt Lebanon 


under the mercy of the Palestinians and their 
Lebanese Communist allies," said a 


spokesman for Interior Minister Camille 
Chamoun's National Liberal party militia. 


The guerrillas counterattacked the large 


Christian suburb of Em Rumanneh in 
southern Beirut They said guerrillas punched 
200 yards into the residential area in a "full- 
scale scorched earth operation to ease Chris- 
tian pressure on Tal Zaatar and Jisr el-Basha.'' 


The central command of the guerrillas and 


their leftist allies vowed they would spare 
nothing to prevent the fall of the two camps 
They house 25,000 Palestinian refugees and 
30,000 Lebanese Moslems who fled homes in 
southern Lebanon following Israeli bombing 
reprisals for guerrilla raids into Israel 


Reports from both the Christian and Palesti- 


nian forces indicated neither side was able to 
advance in the battle for the camps.

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Blacks Can Attend Private Schools; Whites Can Use Civil Rights Acts 


. Washington (DPI) - The Supreme Court Friday 


decisively extended federal protection against dis- 
cpmination to blacks wanting to attend private 
schools and to whites suffering racial injustice, but 
upheld mandatory retirement laws that discriminate 
on the basis of age. 
"' In a landmark 7-2 decision, the justices held that 
'"Reconstruction-era civil rights law giving 
minorities an equal right to make contracts required 
all-white private schools to admit qualified blacks. 
v- * Justice Potter Stewart rejected arguments by 
' )[he white schools — most of them formed to evade 
' the high court's 1954 school desegration ruling — 
that the Constitution permits parents to educate 
Iheir children as they see fit, including in privately 
iupported segregated schools. 


The court's ruling was contrary to the position of 


President Ford, who said last June 6 an "individual 
ought to have a right" to send his child to segregated 
schools if no public funds are involved. 


Stewart called the discrimination practiced by 


two northern Virginia schools a "classic violation" of 
the old law. The decision will apply to hundreds of 
other schools, most of them in the south. 


While further extending protection to blacks, the 


court m a separate decision ruled that the same con- 
tract law, plus the 1964 civil rights act, can be used 
by whites when they believe they are discriminated 
against. 


Justice Thurgood Marshall said the laws are es- 


sentially colorblind, and can be used by anyone who 
suffers illegal discrimination because of color. 


The case was brought by two white employe* at 


a Houston trucking terminal who were fired for mis- 
conduct. A black coworker accused of the same ac- 
tivity kept his job. 


In yet another major constitutional case decided 


as the justices moved toward an expected July 2 
summer recess, the court ruled 7 to 1 that govern- 
ment employes can be forced to retire when they 
reach a set age limit even if they are capable of 
working. 


The unsigned opinion said age discrimination 


isn't the kind of "purposeful or unequal treatment" 
that warrants strict barriers accorded race dis- 
crimination by the equal protection clause of the 
14th Amendment. 


A mandatory retirement law will be upheld, the 


court said, if it is rationally related to a state objec- 
tive, even if the individual employe is capable of con- 
tinued employment. 


The decision upheld a Massachusetts law 


requiring state highway patrolmen to retire at SO. A 
lieutenant colonel in the patrol, conceded!? capable 
of working, claimed the law was unconstitutional. 


Groups representing the elderly and the 


American Medical Association claimed mandatory 
retirement laws are injurious to the mental and 
physical health of the elderly. But the Supreme 
Court said the law was a rational attempt by the state 
to ensure its police were physically capable of doing 
their jobs. 


In a series of other rulings Friday, the Supreme 


Court: 


-Ruled 6 to 3 that convicts have no con- 


stitutional right to a hearing before they are 
transferred from one prison to another even if they 
will lose certain privileges as a result. 


—Ruled 6 to 3 that states may not regulate 


peaceful activities by unions or employers during a 
labor dispute. The decision overturned a 1949 ruling 
giving states power to regulate activities not directly 
controlled by federal labor law. 


-Upheld a New Orleans ordinance limiting the 


number of hot dog vendors in the historic French 
Quarter. 


—Unanimously ruled that polluters must 


challenge the technical and economic feasibility of 
state air pollution control plans in state, rather than 
federal, courts.

Many of the Cheyennes were unable to attend 


the sunrise religious ceremony because of heavy 
rainfall that muddied roads torn up by new 
highway construction between the battlefield and 
the Northern Cheyenne Reservation. 


"Like 100 years ago, our people are under at- 


tack and our leaders are being forced into exile," 
said Vernon Bellecout, director of international 
affairs for the American Indian Movement. He 
stressed that the Indians who died in the coulees 
and ravines surrounding the mass grave for 
Custer and his comrades were under attack. 


Red Wing Tayac, a Tiscataway from Maryland, 


was the only Indian who gave his sunrise prayer 
in English. "They've taken our language, our peo- 
ple are landless— they've even tried to take our 
identity," he said. 


"But the Indians are very tenacious people. We 


still live and will be here forever." 


Following the ceremony, attended by about 250 


persons who braved the blustery winds and rain, 
Chief Frank Fools Crow, a Sioux medicine man, 
blessed the words of Black Elk which are written 
in Lakota and English on the outside of the 
visitor center at the battlefield. The famed 
warrior said: "Know the power that is peace."

Middleman's Spread Goes Up In May 
When Cattle Prices Took Tumble 


Washington (UPI) — An increase in 


middlemen's spreads wiped out nearly all the 
potential savings to beef consumers when live cat- 
tle prices broke sharply in May, an Agriculture 
Department report showed Friday. 


The report also showed, however, that 


middlemen had — in effect—given consumers a 
break the previous month by reducing their April 
margins to offset much of the impact of a sub- 
stantial rise in live cattle prices in that month. 


The monthly report on farm-to-retail price, ' 


spreads said overall middlemen's margins on a' 
typical consumer food market basket rose 1% 
from April to May following three successive 
months of declines. Returns to fanners for all 
foods in the market basket, meanwhile, fell 1% in 
May. 


As a result of the shifts in the volatile farm

In a sense, Kissinger, who worked for several 


weeks on this speech with his top aides, seemed 
determined to ensure that he would be

April 1973 speech in New York when he startled 
the Europeans by calling for a "new Atlantic 
Charter." 


That "charter" address touched off months 


of debate and irritation on both sides of the Atlan- 
tic. Some Europeans, particularly the French, 
charged that the United States was trying to im- 
pose its views on Western Europe. The French 
sought to use the "charter" speech as a rallying 
point for the formation of a more united Euro- 
pean community to balance against the 
Americans. 


Since then, relations have improved and 


there has been much more consultation between 
Washington and European capitals. 


Kissinger took note of that stormy period 


when he said "it is academic to debate now 
whether the United States acted too theoretically 
in proposing to approach these challenges 
through the elaboration of a new Atlantic declara- 
tion or whether our European friends acted wise- 
ly in treating this proposal as a test case of Euro- 
pean identity." 


'Europe, U.S. Must Cooperate' 


"There is no longer any question that Europe 


and the United States must cooperate closely, un- 
der whatever label, and that the unity of Europe 
is essential to that process," he said. 


The occasion for Kissinger's address was the 


inaugural Alastair Bucham Memorial Lecture, in 
honor of the founder of the strategic institute, 
which regularly publishes studies on the balance 
of world forces. 


Kissinger's most topical political reference 


was to the Italian elections where he had per- 
sonally expressed deep concern about the 
possibility of allowing Communists into the 
government for fear of its effect on gradually 
eroding the West. 


Without mentioning Italy by name, Kissinger 


amplified on his views by asserting that "we must 
clarify our attitudes toward political forces within 
Western societies which appeal to electorates on 
the ground that they bring greater efficiency to 
government." 


Kissinger said, "We cannot avoid the ques- 


tion of the commitment of these forces to 
democratic values, nor a concern about the trends 
that a decision based on temporary convenience 
would set in motion." But he added that opposi- 
tion alone was not enough. There must be 
reforms to take account of legitimate social and 
economic aspirations. 


He Says West Is Powerful 


On defense matters. Kissinger gave a very 


positive evaluation of the West's power — 
possibly reacting to criticism made in the United 
States by Ronald Reagan that the United States 
had fallen behind the Russians. 


Kissinger said that Soviet ground forces had 


always been larger because of Soviet concern 
about two fronts, but he took strong issue with 
those who have argued that the Soviet navy has 
outstripped the U.S. Navy. 


While acknowledging that growing Soviet 


seapower was a serious problem, Kissinger said 
the Soviet navy "is far weaker than combined 
allied naval strength in terms of tonnage, 
firepower, range, access to the sea, experience 
and seamanship." 


After noting some improvements in allied 


conventional forces, Kissinger said that American 


strategic forces "are superior in accuracy, diversi- 
fy, reliability, survivability and numbers of 
separately targetable nuclear warheads." He 
added that the United States has "a commanding 
lead in strategic bombers," and was aided by 
deployment of other bombers in Europe and by 
British and French forces. 
' The economic and technological base which 


underlies Western military strength remains 
overwhelmingly superior in size and capacity for 
innovation," Kissinger said. 


Russia Has 'Endemic Weakness' 


"The Soviet Union suffers endemic weakness 


in its industry and agriculture; recent studies in- 
dicate that this chronic inefficiency extends even 
into their military sector to a much greater extent 
than realized before." 


With this strength, he said, allied problems 


were more of leadership than of power. 
Repeating a theme that he was stressed in the 
United States, Kissinger said the allies must show 
a will to resist Soviet efforts to alter the balance 
of power. 


Kissinger, affirming the need to coordinate 


Western trade and political policies with the 
Communists, said the West must not let the 
Russians play one country off against the other. 


U.S. Accepts No Spheres 


Attempting to assuage concern caused by the 


publication of a document purporting to give the 
views of his aide, Helmut Sonnenfeldt, accepting 
Soviet hegemony in Eastern Europe, Kissinger 
stressed American interest in Eastern Europe 
and its refusal to accept any spheres of influence. 


Kissinger said that East-West relations will 


have ups and downs and that the West should 
avoid "both sentimentality that would substitute 
good will for strength, and mock toughness that 
would substitute posturing for a clear conception 
of our purposes." 


He said, "We in the West have the means to 


pursue this policy successfully." 


"Indeed, we have no realistic alternative," he 


said. "We have nothing to fear from competition. 
We need only to stay together and stay the 
course." 


Moscow (AP) — Two 3-year- 


old American girls living in the 
U.S. Embassy, which has been 
subjected to microwave radia- 
tion, have been evacuated to the 
United States with unusual 
blood problems, informed 
sources said Friday. 


An embassy spokesman con- 


firmed the evacuation took place 
earlier this week but would give 


no other details. The girls were 
sent home as investigation con- 
tinued on possible medical 
effects of the radiation which 
American officials have said is 
part of Soviet electronic sur- 
veillance of the embassy. 


The radiation has continued 


despite repeated protests to the 
Soviets and a continuing series 
of talks with Russian officials. 
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Bangkok, Thailand (UPI) — 


Hanoi was unanimously chosen 
Friday as the capital of a 
reunified Vietnam by the coun- 
try's first national assembly in 30 
years. 


"Hanoi is the political, ad-

The tight race between Ronald Reagan 


and Gerald Ford for the Republican 
presidential nomination defies the results 
of public opinion polls. 


Without exception, the polls put out 


for public consumption show that Ford is 
the choice of rank-and-file Republicans by 
a wide margin over Reagan. Polls also 
show that, although Jimmy Carter enjoys 
comfortable margins over both 
Republicans, Ford runs the closer race 
against the probable Democratic presiden- 
tial nominee. 


Ford has been arguing that he is the 


most electable Republican, and the polls 
seem to bear him out — at least so far as 
Carter-Ford and Carter-Reagan races are 
concerned. 


But Reagan appears to be making 


headway among uncommitted and un- 
chosen delegates with his pitch that only he 
can- match Carter in the south, where 
Carter is strong, and in the west, where 
Carter is weak, but may not be weak 
against Ford. (Polls also show Ford run- 
ning stronger than Reagan in the south 
against Carter, but the Reagan camp fails 
to mention that). 


So despite polls which show the Presi- 


dent as the clear favorite of the Republican 
voters and as the strongest candidate of the 
two major contestants for the GOP 
nomination, the delegate chase goes right 
down to the wire. 


Ford by some counts is only five dozen 


delegate votes away from the nomination; 
a larger number away by other counts. But 
Reagan is closing faster than Ford. The 30- 
member Mississippi delegation which is 
weighted in favor of Reagan and which will 
vote as a bloc for one candidate is sitting 
back hoping to be a decisive factor at the 
convention in Kansas City. Delegate con- 
tests yet to come could make the race 
more even yet and give the Mississipians a 
chance to perform under the spotlight. 


The scramble for the Republican 


nomination gets more curious all the time. 
A President with the powers of incumben- 
cy, with the apparent support of his party's 
rank-and-file and with apparent greater 
appeal to Democrats and Independents, is 
locked in the fight of his life and appears to 
have frittered away opportunities at every 
turn. And the Republicans are proving 
once again that the "minority within a 
minority" has a lot of clout. 


State Fiscal Crisis 


The state of Nebraska is in the midst of 


a fiscal, crisis which apparently will only be 
solved by a tax increase some time in the 
near future. 


That might cause Nebraskans to grum- 


ble, but it shouldn't. 


For far too long state officials have 


lived in mortal fear of the political fallout 
from tax increases with the result that now 
the state administration has to juggle funds 
and put off obligations in order to keep the 
general fund solvent. 


Why? 
Because projections of revenue from 


current tax rates have been too optimistic 
— collections are lagging behind estimates. 
The state of the economy in Nebraska just 
did not justify the tax revenue return which 
was predicted and upon which the State 
Board of Equalization made its decision to 
leave tax rates the same following the last 
legislative session. 


But tax rates probably should have 


been adjusted upward at that time anyway,

to build a revenue cushion for increased 
expenditures which take effect July 1. An 
increase in spending does suggest an in- 
crease in taxes if projections cannot be 
counted on with certainty to take up the 
slack. 


The state board, however, continues to 


play games with the tax rates. 


It should be noted that while Gov. 


Exon's history on the equalization board is 
one of advocating his "hold-the-line" posi- 
tion, he has also resisted playing the 
suicidal tax cut game into which the GOP 
members have frequently, tried to draw 
him. It should be noted, too, that the Exon 
administration had drawn good marks in 
its attempts to struggle with the revenue 
shortage. 


But all public officials involved must 


share the blame of being overly sensitive to 
the tax rate increase question. And 
Nebraska taxpayers share the blame, too, 
for their apparent unwillingness to pay for 
the services they demand.

This is reassuring, but it's not 


exactly new. In fact, it was the 
basic theme of Woodrow Wilson 
and tbe League of Nations, of 
Roosevelt and Truman at the 
founding of the United Nations 
in San Francisco just over 90 
years ago, and of the bipartisan 
coalition that pot together tbe 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion after lie last world war. 


Carter is now doing what most 


presidential candidates nave 
done in the post-isolationist 
years. He is criticisag past ad- 
ministrations, but canning on 
the main policies of collective 
security among the free nations 
and ccMstistence with tbe com- 
munists.

flict this year. 


Kennedy defeated Niion in 


1960, but just barely, arguing for 
American leadership in the 
world. Johnson, after the 
murder of Kennedy, won in IMt 
against Goktwater, who seemed 
to be arguing like Reagan for a 
confrontation with tbe com- 
munists, by appealing to tbe 
nation: "Let us continue."

Political Overtone In Summit Meet 


WASHINGTON — All summit 


meetings have political overtones, 
although the participants emphatically 
deny that this is so. Pictures and news ac- 
counts of a government leader conferring 
with his peers cannot help but enhance 
his political standing at home, even if 
only marginally. 


And so it is likely to be when the heads 


of government of seven major industrial 
nations meet in Puerto Rico June 27-28 
for an economic summit conference. A 
similar meeting last September at Rara- 
bouillet, France, was attended by the 
leaders of Britain, France, Italy, Japan, 
the United States and West Germany. 
The same six nations, plus Canada, will 
be represented at Puerto Rico. 


"I know that people will say that a cou- 


ference like this nukes (President Ford) 
look good,"-Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon told reporters after the con- 
ference was announced, "bat just 


because we're having an election doesn't 
mean we should postpone important 
decisions." 


Some observers have questioned the 


need for another economic conference 
when most Western countries are 
recovering from the recession, but Presi- 
dent Ford had an answer for mat. "In the 
past, world leaders have met to deal with 
crises," he said. "But today's compla 
problems require that leaders meet to 
avoid them."

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Ford's point is well taken, in the opi- 


nion of The Wall Street Journal. "While 
the U.S. economy and the world economy 
are in better shape now than a year ago, 
they're still a long way from good 
health," the newspaper asserted in an 
editorial "Britian and Italy are still in 
terrible condition, psychologically, polit- 
cally and economically. They would 
benefit most by going to Puerto Rico with 


the attitude that they don't know what 
they are doing wrong and candidly 
seeking friendly counsel" 


Another problem that may be discussed 


-at the Puerto Rican summit is the 
prospective overvaluation of the U.S. 
dollar. According to C. Fred Bergsten, a 
senior fellow at the Brookings Institution, 
a number of countries are interventing in 
the monetary markets in order to main- 
tain a competitive trade advantage. 


This process cannot be allowed to con- 


time unchecked, Bergsten believes. "If 
our (trade) deficits are perpetuated by 
unfair practices by other countries — 
either to push tkeir exchange rata dom 
or keep their rates from gong up — % 
U.S. will have no choice but to retaliate in 
kind," IMi said. 


Trade between industrialized and 


developing nations also is on the summit 
agenda. The United States, Britain and 


West Germany are dissatisfied with the 
$6 billion commodity stabilization fund 
that was agreed upon at the recent U.N. 
Conference on Trade and Development. 
As The Economist of London observed, 
the most needy nations would not 
necessarily benefit from it

"Nigeria, a member of (the Organiza-

Hi Ho, Henry! 


WASHINGTON - Jimmy 
Carter, who is not usually a 
frivolous man, poked fun at 
Henry Kissinger the other day as 
‘ The Lone Ranger" of 
American foreign policy. “Hi ho, 
Silver!" Carter said in effect. 
But the important thing about 
the governor's latest speech is 
not that he differed with so 
many of Kissinger’s policies but 
agreed with so many of them. 


His emphasis was different: 
priority for consultation with the 
allies rather than the com­ 
munists His style, he indicated, 
would be different not the spirit 
of domination but the spirit of 
co-operation His appointments 
would be different 
not star 
billing for The Lone Ranger. ’ 
Super K. but a cast of thousands, 
all working together for a better 
world 


“ The time has come,” he told 
the Foreign Policy Association 
in New York, “ for a new 
architectural effort, with a 
growing cooperation among the 
industrial democracies its cor­ 
nerstone, and with peace and 
justice its constant goal." 


This is reassuring, but it’s not 
exactly new In fact, it was the 
basic theme of Woodrow Wilson 
and the League of NaUons, of 
Roosevelt and Truman at the 
founding of the United Nations 
in San Francisco just over 30 
years ago, and of the bipartisan 
coaliUon that put together the 
North AtlanUc Treaty Organiza­ 
tion after the last world war 
Carter is now doing what most 
presidential candidates have 
done in the post-isolationist 
years He is criticizing past ad- 
rmnistraLons, but carrying on 
the main policies of collective 
security among the free nations 
and co-existence with the com­ 
munists.

Carter s differences with Ford 
and Kissinger are important

La Un Amencan capitals 


It a lso ma uejh if the fo reig n 


service of the United States and 
the Congress of the United 
States feel vaguely overwhelmed 
by a brilliant but what they 
regard as an intimidating 
secretary of state, a nd Ca rter 
may be quite right to raise 
questions about the Kissinger 
era, provided he knows what he 
would put in its place. 


This he has not told the coun­ 
try in his three major foreign, 
defense and nuclear speeches, 
and it may be too early to expect 
him to do so, but he has been 
very careful. He has not 
challenged the major strategy of 
American foreign policy in the 
process of winning the primary 
elecUons or pulling his party 
together. 


Carter is clearly playing party 
politics with foreign policy, 
poking fun at Kissinger and Ford 
and watching very carefully 
Ford's struggles with the 
nationalistic and jingoistic 
Republican isolationists, but like 
Eisenhower and even Dewey, he 
is sticking to the Atlantic 
Alliance, the United NaUons, 
and a new and closed con­ 
sultative agreement with the 
Western Europeans and Japan 


Eisenhower, in his struggle for 
the Republican presidenual 
nomination against Robert Taft 
in 1952, stuck to the principle of 
the Western Alliance and 
prevailed over Taft after a battle 
not unlike the Ford-Reagan con­ 
flict this year 
Kennedy defeated Nixon in 
i960, but just barely, arguing for 
American leadership in the 
world. Johnson, after the 
murder of Kennedy, won m 1964 
agamst Goldwater, who seemed 
to be arguing like Reagan for a 
confrontation with the com­ 
munists, by appealing to the 
nauon “ Let us continue." 


Even Nixon won in *68 and '72,

Carter is following much the 
same line. On politics, he seems 
to be differing — and he is on 
tactics — but like Ford, though 
not like Reagan, he is in tune 
with the melody of the nation’s 
troubled search for peace over 
the last 30 years. 
Even when “ The Lone 
Ranger’’ had Carter s New York 
speech read back to him in Ger­ 
many. he was not disturbed He 
has been telling people in 
Europe and elsewhere that, 
whatever happens in the election 
next November, American 
foreign policy will probably go 
along about as before, and while 
the personalities and emphasis 
may be different, he is probably 
right. 


Still, Washington watches 
Carter with a certain amount of 
patient skepticism. It admires 
bis careful balance of political 
expediency and policy continui­ 
ty, but is a little worried about 
his suggestion of a new 
“architectural design” lor the 
world. 


After Carter’s New York 
speech. Larry Eagleburger, 
deputy secretary of state, who is 
Kissinger’s Kissinger, defined an 
architect as follows 
"He believes in a better world 
through design, because he looks 
upon design as the way to eter­ 
nal grace He is convinced that if 
you live in a well-designed en­ 
vironment. all your troubles will 
disappear He advocates lots of 
light, and air, and sunshine He 
advocates mass transit — for 
everyone else (he drives his own 
car).

WASHINGTON - All summit 
meetings have political overtones, 
although the participants emphatically 
deny that this is so. Pictures and news ac­ 
counts of a government leader conferring 
with his peers cannot help but enhance 
his political standing at home, even if 
only marginally. 


And so it is likely to be when the heads 
of government of seven major industrial 
nations meet in Puerto Rico June 27-28 
for an economic summit conference. A 
similar meeting last September at Ram- 
bouillet, France, was attended by the 
leaders of Britain, France, Italy, Japan, 
the United States and West Germany. 
The same six nations, plus Canada, will 
be represented at Puerto Rico. 


“ 1 know that people will say that a con­ 
ference tike this makes (President Fo rd) 
look good,” Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon told reporters a fter the con­ 
ference was announced, “ but just 


because we’re ha v ing a n electio n do esn’t 
mea n we sho uld po stpo ne impo rta nt 
decisions." 


Some observers have questioned the 
need for another economic conference 
when most Western countries are 
recovering from the recession, but Presi­ 
dent Ford had an answer for that. “ In the 
past, world leaders have met to deal with 
crises,” he said. “ But today’s complex 
problems require that leaders meet to 
avoid them

Ford’s point is well taken, in the opi­ 
nion of The Wall Street Journal. “ While 
the U S economy and the world economy 
are in better shape now than a year ago, 
they're still a long way from good 
health,’’ the newspaper asserted in an 
editorial. “ Britian and Italy are still in 
terrible condition, psychologically, polit- 
cally and economically. They would 
benefit most by going to Puerto Rico with 


the attitude that they don’t know what 
they are doing wrong and candidly 
seeking friendly counsel.” 


Another problem that may be discussed 
at the Puerto Rican summit is the 
prospective overvaluation of the U.S. 
dollar. According to C. Fred Bergsten, a 
senior fellow at the Brookings Institution, 
a number of countries are interventing in 
the monetary markets in order to main­ 
tain a competitive trade advantage. 


This pro cess ca nno t be a llo wed to co n­ 
tinue unchecked, Berg sten believ es. “ II 
o ur (tra de) deficits a re perpetua ted by 
unfa ir pra ctices by o ther co untries —

U.S. will ha v e no cho ice but to reta lia te in 
kind,” he sa id. 


Trade between industrialized and 
developing nations also is on the summit 
agenda. The United States, Britain and 


West Germany are dissatisfied with the 
$6 billion commodity stabilization fund 
that was agreed upon at the recent U N. 
Conference on Trade and Development. 
As The Economist of London observed, 
the most needy nations would not 
necessarily benefit from it. 
“ Nigeria, a member of (the Organiza­ 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries) 
and a relatively prosperous exporter of 
tin, cocoa, timber and palm oil would 
stand to gam from the common fund.” 
the magazine observed, “whereas its 
neighbor Chad, whose export prospects 
are unlikely to cheer up until the demand 
for sand improves, would not.” 


The Puerto Rica n summit is no mo re 
likely tha n the Ra mbo uillet summit to 
pro duce deta iled, sweeping a g reements. 
But hig h-lev el co nsulta tio n is ra rely 
ha rmful — a nd besides, there a re tho se 
sa luta ry po litica l side-effects to co nsider.

NEW YORK - The near-certainty of 
Jimmy Carter’s nomination by the 
Democrats, and the fact that in the 
general election Carter will have a 
regional claim on most of the Southern 
and border states poses the central ques­ 
tion in the continuing Republican fight: 
Would Gerald Ford or Ronald Reagan be 
more likely to defeat Jimmy Carter? 


The polls say neither. A Gallup Po ll 
taken just after the primaries shows the 
Georgian winning 53-39 over Ford and 58- 
35 over Reagan. But that is not an infa lli­ 
ble guide to an election that won’t be held 
ior (our months, with seven or eight per 
cent undecided now and two national 
conventions, a national campaign, and no 
one knows wbat events intervening. 
Besides, popular votes don’t necessa rily 
translate into electoral votes. 


Conventional wisdom says Ford would 
run best against Carter This is clearly an 
outgrowth of the belief that Reagan is 
another Goldwater; in fact, the former 
California governor would be a quite 
different man in quite different cir­ 
cumstances running not against a Presi­ 
dent promising peace but against another 
former governor 


Reagan strategists and partisans claim 
that this year it is the outsider and 


challenger, not the insider and incumbent 
who is more nearly in the mainstream " 
But that overlooks the panoply of the 
presidency, which surrounds even Gerald 
Ford, and the possibility that he might 
yet be able to generate some kind of “ ral­ 
ly round the President" syndrome.

There are a couple of constants. 
Reagan is the more interesting cam­ 
paigner by far, but he is more widely 
perceived and can be more easily pic­ 
tured as a tool of the radical right On the 
other hand, Ford is popularly seen as a 
dull campaigner without great intellec­ 
tual or charismatic presence, but as a de­ 
cent fellow of basic integrity If he is a 
man who pardoned Richard Nixon, it is 
Reagan who pops off frighteningly about 
Angola. Rhodesia. Panama, rather well 
lending himself to the war-monger tag 
the Democrats will try to attach to him 
(and which Ford already has brandished). 


Rea g a n wa s no t ev en willing to co m­ 
pete with Fo rd in New Jersey o r Penn­ 
sy lv a nia a nd Vice President Ro ckefeller, 
a Fo rd beneficia ry , still is a g rea t po wer 
in New Yo rk po litics. Hence, it is 
rea so na ble to a ssume tha t Fo rd wo uld

On the other hand, Reagan has to be 
considered the stronger candidate in his 
home state of California — ami, in fact, 
his success in attracting Democratic 
voters while twice winning election as a 
minority-party governor of the largest 
state is one of the major selling points of 
the Reagan campaign. 
As a Western conservative, Reagan also 
has to be given the edge in most of the 
mountain and southwestern states. Since 
he walloped Ford m the Indiana primary, 
skunked him in the Missouri convention, 
and ran respectably in the Illinois 
primary, Reagan can’t be discounted in 
the Midwest, either.

It is that possibility that may be the 
strongest argument for Reagan s greater 
"electability.” That is because Carta, by 
carrying the 11 states of the old 


Confederacy, with 130 electoral votes, 
and the four principal border states 
(Missouri, Kentucky, West Virginia and 
Maryland), with 37 electoral votes, could 
place himself within 102 votes of an elec­ 
toral majonty.

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Johnny Mercer Dies; 
Authored 'Moon River' 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Johnny Mercer, the 


mellow-voiced blues singer who turned lyric 
writer with such hit songs as "Laura," "That Old 
Black Magic" and "Blues in the Night," died 
Friday. He was 66. 


Mercer, who had undergone brain surgery Oct. 


25 at Huntington Memorial Hospital in Pasadena, 
died at his home in Bel.Air, according to his 
business manager, James D. Freeman. 


After a career as a performer, Mercer became 


one of the music world's highest paid lyric 
writers. He was in demand for putting words to 
movie theme songs, especially after his haunting 
lyrics for the 1944 mystery, "Laura." He once 
remarked in a self-deprecating way: 


"I tried to be a singer and failed. I tried to be an 


actor and failed. So I just naturally fell into lyric 
writing." 


His efforts won him four Oscars: "The 


Atcheson, Topeka and the Santa Fe" in 1946; "In- 
the Cool, Cool, Cool of the Evening," 1952; 
"Moon River," 1962; "Days of Wine and Roses," 
1963. 


Mercer was bom in Savannah, Ga., and he 


never lost the soft drawl of his native country. He 
went north in 1929 to try his luck on the 
Broadway stage as an actor. Producers turned 
him down. In an effort to win a role in an edition 
of "Garrick's Gaieties," he wrote a song for the 
show, "Out of Breath and Scared to Death of 
You." The song was accepted, but he wasn't. 


In 1931 he married Ginger Meehan, who had 


been a chorus girl in the revue. 


Abandoning his acting ambitions, Mercer began 


singing in New York cabarets, ttis easy, un- 
tutored style attracted the attention of Paul 
Whiteman, and 'Mercer joined the Whiteman 
organization. His duets with trombonist Jack 
Teagarden, himself with a unique singing voice, 
are cherished by jazz buffs. 


Mercer first came to Hollywood in 1935. He 


frequently appeared on radio shows, and he also 
made records. Such duets with Bing Crosby as 
"Darling Clementine" and "Bob White" were big 


One of his earliest song hits was "Lazy Bones," 


which he wrote with Hoagy Carmichael. Over the 
years his appearances diminished and he devoted 
his time to lyric writing. 


"I've been lucky," he said in a 1965 interview, 


"to have been able to collaborate with some of 
the best song writers of my generation. I think 
I've worked with most of them, except Richard 
Rodgers." 


Among his collaborators were Richard Whiting 


("Too Marvelous for Words"), Jerome Kern 
("Dearly Beloved"), Gordon Jenkins ("P.S. I 
Love You"), Matty Malneck ("Goody Goody"), 
Harold Aden ("Old Black Magic"), Harry Warren 
("Jeepers Creepers") and Henry Mancini 
("Sweetheart Tree"). 


Mercer sometimes wrote both words and music 


with such songs as "Something's Gotta Give," 
"G.I. Jive," "Dream" and "I'm an Old 
Cowhand." 


His film scores included "Here Come the 


Waves," "Seven Brides for Seven Brothers," 
"Daddy Long Legs," Star Spangled Rhythm" and 
"The Harvey Girls." Among his Broadway shows 
were "St. Louis Woman," "Top Banana," "Li'l 
Abner" and "Foxy." His most recent show was 
"Good Companions" which he wrote with Andre 
Previn; it ran for a year in London. 


He once said he had written every kind of song 


but rock and roll. "I'm too old for that," he 
remarked. 


Mercer is survived by his wife, a son, a 


daughter and three grandchildren. 


A family spokesman said private funeral.ser- 


vices are pending in Savannah, Ga.

all countries, Sue says. 


"There were waterfalls and 


meadows you wouldn't believe, 
with acres arid acres of 
wildflowers," the 
first-time 


European traveler said. 


While the weather stayed in 


the 70s, Sue and company had a 
snowball fight on Jungfrau 
mountain, a rock with an eleva- 
tion of 13,642 feet. 


Tired from the daily outings, 


the girls spent quiet evenings at 
the chalet exchanging songs and 
sharing multi-cultural tidbits. 


The Northeast High School 


senior was surprised to find 
social customs for European 
teens are "backwards" from 
those she's accustomed to. 


"They smoke and drink early 


over there (Europe), but they're 
a lot stricter on dating. Couples 
go chaperoned until they're 
engaged," she observed. 


That European trains run 


strictly on time is something Sue 
and friends learned the hard 
way. She laughs at the thought of 
the group, all dressed alike in 
green slacks, white blouses, red 
string ties and red blazers, 
loaded down with backpacks and 
flight bags, racing after an 
about-to-take-off train. 
The 


sight of the rushing young 
women caused a Swiss train con- 
ductor to cry out "The Red 
Coats are coming." 


The daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 


Gerald Heussmann, 3213 N. 
69th, Sue enjoyed the Swiss cows 
so much that she bought a 
cowbell to remind her of the 
day-long ringing she heard 
around the chalet. 


In her ninth year of scouting, 


Sue has renewed her belief in 
the benefits of the organization, 
in spite of the taunts tossed by 
some high school classmates. 


"Scouting is more than 


working on little badges, 
learning promises and saying 
laws," she stresses.

With slight but crucial revisions, 


"Home Front" has opened the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln's Repertory 
Theatre's summer season. It is a strong- 
ly acted, original music drama dealing 
with the effect of World War n on a 
small-town, midwest family. 


The show is, without notable excep- 


tion, excellently acted. The opening per- 
formance was not without flaws, 
however, and it was difficult to tell 
whether the cast was tired or un- 
inspired. Many lines were inaudible in 
Act I, and the energy of earlier perfor- 
mances on the Chautauqua circuit 
which covered the banalities toward 
which the lively, but homey script leans, 
was missing in several scenes. 


David Bell has conceived and directed 


an engaging show which traces the ten- 
sion of- World War n from Franco's 
Spain to Lincoln, Neb. The script ap- 


proaches anti-intellectual banalities too 
often to leave one comfortable. 
However, people "just are that way" 
and things "just happen." Bell's re- 
thinking of the show's end is excellent, 
however, and subtle reshaping of the 
character of Scotty is successful. 


Alan Nielsen's music and lyrics 


provide the script with a needed lift and 
are functional in true musical comedy 
fashion. Many of the melodies are un- 
inspired, however, and some numbers 
sound derivative. Nielsen's orchestra- 
tion, and especially the descriptive 
effects in "Flying", "Graduation Ad- 
dress/We are Love", and "Soliloquy" 
are effective. 


Generally, the musical work lacks 


melodic definition (especially hi Act I), 
while the script lacks a strong backbone 
of issue- 


Jerry Lewis' lighting is splendid and 


enlivens the tasteful, balanced setting 


by Dan Proett. Art Winter's sound work 
is simply superb, but his choices of 
musical excerpts from the early forties 
does not lend advantage to Nielsen's 
attempts to create a musical inviron- 
ment of his own. He should have that 
right, without the competition of Tom- 
my Dorsey and others. 


The finest performances of the 


evening belong to David Landis and 
Mitchell Tebo. This is because their 
characters are the best written and 
because they are capable singer-actors. 
Tebo portrays the prodigal son who 
returns from the Spanish Revolution 
which heralded Nazi tactics in Europe. 
Landis portrays the small town hero 
who gradually reveals himself to be the 
true prodigal, with a deep vein of 
irresponsibility in his character. 


Although Alan Winson captures many 


human qualities as the father, his por- 
trayal is seriously marred by the ending 


of Act I, a number entitled "Fathers 
and Sons", in which he is badly blocked 
and seems quite ill at ease on stage. 
Also, some of his lines are inaudible. It 
does not help this particular situation 
that Act I is very long. 


In such a tremendous undertaking, 


the beauty of over-all success should be 
emphasized, but it is difficult to under- 
stand why the silly "My Day" theme 
would be echoed so often when motif 
and reprisals are almost absent from 
the naturalistic presentation, or why 
voices are assigned songs which they 
simply cannot handle, or why voices of 
lesser quality dominate ensembles. 


These are minor points. The show 


will tighten and regain its energy. It is a 
warm evening's entertainment for 
anyone who loves theatre and good 
music. Bell and Nielsen have done it 
again, and the Summer Repertory 
Theatre is off to a promising start.

•This has cone about through 


the development of nursing 
stations . . . This has led to 


fragmentation of medical ser- 
vices, and it is highly 
questionable whether a large 
amount of tax monies should be 
spent in these kinds of 
endeavors,'' said Dr. R. L. 
Gorthey, the medical society 
president who signed the fetter. 


The medical society would like 


to see the health department 
stick with its traditional efforts 
— providing immunizations to 
those who need assistance, 
maintaining records, dealing 
with environmental health and 
identifying public health dis- 
eases then developing measures 
to correct these diseases. 


The society questioned the 


need for a more than 28% in- 
crease in the health 
department's budget in the 
letter.

Johnny Mercer Dies; 
Authored 'Moon River' 
LOS ANGELES (AP) — Johnny Mercer, the 
mellow-voiced blues singer who turned lyric 
writer with such hit songs as “Laura," "That Old 
Black Magic” and "Blues in the Night,” died 
Friday. He was 66 
Mercer, who had undergone brain surgery Oct. 
25 at Huntington Memorial Hospital in Pasadena, 
died at his home in Bel Air, according to his 
business manager, James D. Freeman. 
After a career as a performer, Mercer became 
one of the music world’s highest paid lyric 
writers. He was in demand for putting words to 
movie theme songs, especially after his haunting 
lyrics for the 1944 mystery, "Laura.” He once 
remarked in a self-deprecating way: 
“I tried to be a singer and failed I tried to be an 
actor and failed. So I just naturally fell into lyric 
writing.” 
His efforts won him four Oscars: "The 
Atcheson, Topeka and the Santa Fe" in 1946; "In 
the Cool, Cool, Cool of the Evening,” 1952; 
"Moon River,” 1962; "Days of Wine and Roses," 
1963. 
Mercer was bom in Savannah, Ga., and he 
never lost the soft drawl of his native country. He 
went north in 1929 to try his luck on the 
Broadway stage as an actor. Producers turned 
him down. In an effort to win a role in an edition 
of "Garrick's Gaieties,” he wrote a song for the 
show, "Out of Breath and Scared to Death of 
You.” The song was accepted, but he wasn't. 
In 1931 he married Ginger Meehan, who had 
been a chorus girl in the revue. 
Abandoning his acting ambitions, Mercer began 
singing in New York cabarets. 4iis easy, un­ 
tutored style attracted the attention of Paul 
Whiteman, and' Mercer joined the Whiteman 
organization. His duets with trombonist Jack 
Teagarden, himself with a unique singing voice, 
are cherished by jazz buffs. 


Mercer first came to Hollywood in 1935. He 
frequently appeared on radio shows, and he also 
made records. Such duets with Bing Crosby as 
"Darling Clementine" and “ Bob White" were big 
sellers. 
One of his earliest song hits was "Lazy Bones," 
which he wrote with Hoagy Carmichael. Over the 
years his appearances diminished and he devoted 
his time to lyric writing 
" I’ve been lucky,” he said in a 1965 interview, 
"to have been able to collaborate with some of 
the best song writers of my generation. I think 
I’ve worked with most of them, except Richard 
Rodgers.” 
Among his collaborators were Richard Whiting 
("Too Marvelous for Words ’), Jerome Kern 
("Dearly Beloved"), Gordon Jenkins (“ PS. I 
Love You"), Matty Malneck (“Goody Goody"), 
Harold Arlen (“Old Black Magic” ), Harry Warren 
(“ Jeepers Creepers") and Henry Mancini 
(“Sweetheart Tree” ). 
Mercer sometimes wrote both words and music 
with such songs as “Something’s Gotta Give," 
“ G.I. Jive ," "Dream " and " I ’m an Old 
Cowhand." 
His film scores included "Here Come the 
Waves,” "Seven Brides for Seven Brothers,” 
"Daddy Long Legs,” Star Spangled Rhythm" and 
"The Harvey Girls.” Among his Broadway shows 
were "St Louis Woman," "Top Banana." "L i’l 
Abner" and "Foxy.” His most recent show was 
"Good Companions" which he wrote with Andre 
Previn; it ran for a year in London. 
He once said he had written every kind of song 
but rock and roll. “ I’m too old for that,” he 
remarked. 
Mercer is survived by his wife, a son, a 
daughter and three grandchildren

With slight but crucial revisions, 
"Home Front” has opened the Univer­ 
sity of Nebraska-Lincoln’s Repertory 
Theatre’s summer season. It is a strong­ 
ly acted, original music drama dealing 
with the effect of World War 11 on a 
small-town, midwest family. 
The show is, without notable excep­ 
tion, excellently acted. The opening per­ 
formance was not without flaws, 
however, and it was difficult to tell 
whether the cast was tired or un­ 
inspired Many lines were inaudible in 
Act I, and the energy of earlier perfor­ 
mances on the Chautauqua circuit 
which covered the banalities toward 
which the lively, but homey script leans, 
was missing in several scenes 
David Bell has conceived and directed 
an engaging show which traces the ten­ 
sion of World War II from Franco’s 
Spam to Lincoln, Neb. The script ap- 


proaches anti-intellectual banalities too 
often to leave one comfortable. 
However, people "just are that way” 
and things "just happen." Bell’s re­ 
thinking of the show's end is excellent, 
however, and subtle reshaping of the 
character of Scotty is successful. 
Alan Nielsen's music and lyrics 
provide the script with a needed lift and 
are functional in true musical comedy 
fashion Many of the melodies are un­ 
inspired, however, and some numbers 
sound derivative. Nielsen's orchestra­ 
tion, and especially the descriptive 
effects in "Flying", "Graduation Ad­ 
dress, We are Love", and "Soliloquy" 
are effective. 
Generally, the musical work lacks 
melodic definition (especially in Act I), 
while the script lacks a strong backbone 
of issue. 
Jerry Lewis’ lighting is splendid and 
enlivens the tasteful, balanced setting 


by Dan Proett. Art Winter’s sound work 
is simply superb, but his choices of 
musical excerpts from the early forties 
does not lend advantage to Nielsen's 
attempts to create a musical mviron- 
ment of his own He should have that 
right, without the competition of Tom­ 
my Dorsey and others. 
The finest performances of the 
evening belong to David Landis and 
Mitchell Tebo. This is because their 
characters are the best written and 
because they- are capable singer-actors 
Tebo portrays the prodigal son who 
returns from the Spanish Revolution 
which heralded Nazi tactics in Europe 
Landis portrays the small town hero 
who gradually reveals himself to be the 
true prodigal, with a deep vein of 
irresponsibility in his character 
Although Alan Winson captures many 
human qualities as the father, his por­ 
trayal is seriously marred by the ending 


of Act I, a number entitled "Fathers 
and Sons", in which he is badly blocked 
and seems quite ill at ease on stage 
Also, some of his lines are inaudible. It 
does not help this particular situation 
that Act I is very long 
In such a tremendous undertaking, 
the beauty of over-all success should be 
emphasized, but it is difficult to under­ 
stand why the silly "My Day” thane 
would be echoed so often when motif 
and reprisals are almost absent from 
the naturalistic presentation, or why 
voices are assigned songs which they 
simply cannot handle, or why voices of 
lesser quality dominate ensembles 
These are minor points The show 
will tighten and regain its energy It is a 
warm evening s entertainment for 
anyone who loves theatre and good 
music. Bell and Nielsen have done it 
again, and the Summer Repertory 
Theatre is off to a promising start

Dislikes Nurse Stations 
The City County Health 
Department is getting its fingers 
into private practice, the Lan­

We continue to receive 
evidence that some of the ser­ 
vices of the City County Health 
Department are in fact en­ 
croaching into the area of the 
practice of medicine," said the 
letter to County Board Chairman 
Bruce Hamilton. 


"This has come about through 
the development of nursing 
stations . . . This has led to 


fragmentation of medical ser­ 
vices, and it is highly 
questionable whether a large 
amount of tax monies should be 
spent in these kinds of 
endeavors,” said Dr. R. L. 
Gorthey, the medical society 
president who signed the letter 
The medical society would like 
to see the health department 
stick with its traditional efforts

Crete Corner Highway 
Given Project Approval

The Nebraska Highway Commission moved 


ahead Friday on a 6.9-mile construction project 
on U.S. 77 from the Lincoln south city limits 
south to Crete Corner, the Hwy. 33-77 junction. 


Commissioners approved the location, design 


and access control plans, which now go to tee 
governor for his signature. The project consists of 
a parallel 24-foot, two-lane roadway for 
southbound traffic and 40-foot median adjacent to 
the existing U.S. 77. No cost is projected yet. 


Lincoln Commissioner Karl E. Dickinson 


requested an engineering department, update in 
July on proposed Hwy. 2 improvements from 14th 
to 70th Streets in the Capital City. 


Dickinson specifically mentioned design 


questions, such as the number of lanes at four or 
six, needed for the year 2000. 


"I don't know why we can't move along and 


build something to solve immediate problems" 
yet which will also accommodate projected road 
use in 25 years, Dickinson said. 


The commission -instructed a Saunders 


County-University of Nebraska delegation to 
dedicate a 5.5-mile private road by the NU Field 
Laboratory, Mead, to the county (federal OK is 
assured) and then seek rectification ending NU 
maintenances. 


Lack Of Funds 


The road extends from Mead south to Hwy. 


63. The delegation sought the state to take over 
responsibility, since the Field Lab can generate 
no more funds to improve the deteriorated sur- 
face. 


That's been the source of numerous com- 


plaints, the delegation said, since about 1,000 
vehicles use the road daily. 


A Saunders County Highway Department of- 


ficial said many trucks use the route to bypass the 
Wahoo weigh station. Thomas D. Doyle, Roads 
Department director, urged "more scrutiny" of 
any trucks avoiding the scales. 


Officials said if the road becomes part of the 


state system and federal aid is sought for im- 


provements, the process could take years. 


Commissioners ordered an environmental 


study to begin immediately on the proposed U.S. 
77 Beatrice bypass, after a city delegation 
reported local consensus among three options on 
a route west, of Beatrice as the most logical, 
economical and practical. However, some area 
residents and farmers expressed concern about 
that choice and project elevations affecting the 
floodplain. A public hearing will follow the im- 
pact statement, possibly in six months. 


The commission delayed action in favor of 


more study on the proposed Hwy. 14 bypass 
northwest around Superior, already eight years 
on the drawing boards. Commissioners cited lack 
of unanimity among route alternatives. 


Hwy. 14 now runs through Superior, with a 


right-angle intersection and narrow streets. 


Must Agree 


Doyle said for the commission to proceed, 


the community must first agree on the best ap- 
proach to serve overall public interest and traffic 
movement. Before action was deferred Roads 
Department officials had said a recommendation 
to proceed on or reject the bypass could be ready 
by August 


Officials said widening of Hwy. 14 in Superior 


from 3rd to 9th Streets will be let for bids in Oc- 
tober. Given that, said. Mayor Harry Robinson, 
the state cannot justify spending money too for a 
new northeast bypass, since another heavily used 
truck bypass already exists.

Mrs. Kenneth McDonell, head of the local 
bicentennial committee, said the two women 
lau nched a door to door campaign this spnng to 
win spots on the board, whose members were 
relu ctant to accept the bu ilding 


“This town is ov er 100 y ears old,” Mrs. 
McDonnell said. “And this was the biggest 
tu rnou t for a mu nicipal election in its history .” 
‘We’v e sweat blood ov er this thing," Mrs. 
Carpenter said. “Some of the newer people in 
town didn t see any u se in mov ing it to the park.” 
Since she swept 119 of the 124 v otes cast, Mrs. 
Carpenter is confident that most people in town 
su pport the project. 
The Greenwood Historical Society was 
formed to take responsibility for the depot, which 
was donated by Bu rlington Northern Railroad. 
Fu nds for the project come from v olu ntary 
donations, Mrs. Carpenter said, and are still short 
of the $2.150 needed to mov e the bu ilding 


“We re taking money from any body who will 
giv e it,” she said. "We’v e been qu ite su ccessfu l in 
getting money from gradu ates who hav e since 
mov ed away , bu t still remember the town.” 


Mrs, Carpenter's father Gu s Brakhage, 91, 
leaned heav ily on his cane Friday as he carefu lly 
watched the transfer of the bu ilding that is barely 
his senior 
“ I went throu gh those old doors many 
times.” he said. “It has a lot of memories that I 
don t think wou ld hav e been sav ed withou t my 
dau ghter ” 


Scratching occasionally in the dirt with the 
tip of his cane, Brakhage recalled the day s when 
the depot was a bu stling spot and a sort of 
meeting hall. 
"On Satu rday nights, fellows ou t in the cou n­ 
try wou ld come in for dances in there,” he said, 
pau sing to watch the edge of the depot skim a 
telephone pole. “ Boy , that was close. Those 
y ou ng gu y s su re know their bu siness.” 


He worked in the Greenwood train y ards in 
the “old day s,” and as he spoke of his wife 
waiting at the station for a day ’s tnp to Lincoln, 
his ey es seemed to look far away . 
“ In the old day s, we had to work a lot harder 
and do more by hand," he said. "Me and another 
fellow once u nloaded a coal car in three hou rs. 


A Ju nior Historical Society for fifth graders 
to age 18 has been organized with abou t 30 
members, Mrs. Hansen said. 
"Besides pay ing 25 cent du es,’ she said with 
a smile, “they also do some gu ard du ty to make 
su re nothing happens to the bu ilding. 
While searching in the dirt of the fou ndation 
of the old depot, the ju nior historians made their 
first finds: 


—A car cou pling that the depot agent said 
was at least 100 y ears old 
—A handbill from a ju nk dealer offering 5c 
for u sed ru bber shoes. 
-A n illu strated pamphlet tou ting the 1915 
Barnu m and Bailey Circu s as "A Day of Edu ca­ 
tion and Delight.” 


“The mu seu m giv es y ou something to look 
forward to as y ou get older," Mrs Hansen’s son 
Norman said “ It's the past and the fu tu re all 
together ” 
The historical society plans to restore the 
bu ilding as a combination mu seu m and civ ic 
center, and Mrs. Hansen and Mrs. Carpenter 
already are pressu ring local bu sinesses for paint 
and su pplies.

The Nebraska Highway Commission mov ed 
ahead Friday on a 6.9 -mile constru ction project 
on U.S. 77 from the Lincoln sou th city limits 
sou th to Crete Corner, the Hwy . 33-77 ju nction. 
Commissioners approv ed the location, design 
and access control plans, which now go to the 
gov ernor for his signatu re. The project consists of 
a parallel 24-foot, tw o-lane roadway for 
sou thbou nd traffic and 49 -foot median adjacent to 
the ex isting U.S. 77. No cost is projected y et. 
Lincoln Commissioner Karl E. Dickinson 
requ ested an engineering department u pdate in 
Ju ly on proposed Hwy 2 improv ements from 14th 
to 70th Streets in the Capital City . 
Dickinson 
specifically 
mentioned 
design 
qu estions, su ch as the nu mber of lanes at fou r or 
six , needed for the y ear 2000 
"I don’t know why we can’t mov e along and 
bu ild something to solv e immediate problems” 
y et which will also accommodate projected road 
u se in 25 y ears, Dickinson said. 
The commission instru cted a Sau nders 
Cou nty -Univ ersity of Nebraska delegation to 
dedicate a 5.5-rru le priv ate road by the NU Field 
Laboratory , Mead, to the cou nty (federal OK is 
assu red) and then seek reclassification ending NU 
maintenances. 
tack Of Fu nds 
The road ex tends from Mead sou th to Hwy . 
63. The delegation sou ght the state to take ov er 
responsibility , since the Field Lab can generate 
no more fu nds to improv e the deteriorated su r­ 
face. 
That’s been the sou rce of nu merou s com­ 
plaints, the delegation said, since abou t 1,000 
v ehicles u se the road daily . 
A Sau nders Cou nty Highway Department of­ 
ficial said many tru cks u se the rou te to by pass the 
Wahoo weigh station. Thomas D Doy le, Roads 
Department director, u rged “more scru tiny ” of 
any tru cks av oiding the scales. 
Officials said if the road becomes part of the 
state sy stem and federal aid is sou ght for im-

Commissioners ordered an env ironmental 
stu dy to begin immediately on the proposed U.S. 
77 Beatrice by pass, after a city delegation 
reported local consensu s among three options on 
a rou te west, of Beatrice as the most logical, 
economical and practical. Howev er, some area 
residents and farmers ex pressed concern abou t 
that choice and project elev ations affecting the 
floodplam. A pu blic hearing will follow the im­ 
pact statement, possibly in six months.

Crete — Nev er gu ilty of prov incialism, 
the Nebraska School for Alcohol Stu dies 
notched something of a record for ou treach 
here this week 
The eighth annu al su mmer session, 
meeting for six day s at Doane College, at­ 
tracted 154 registrants from a dozen states 
plu s Canada. Thirteen are representativ es 
of the U.S. Coast Gu ard from Hawaii, 
Alaska, Lou isiana and New York. 
Interestingly , eight of the Coast Gu ard 
participants are offspring of serv ice per­ 
sonnel, joining abou t 30 other teenagers in 
stu dies geared to y ou th. To a considerable 
ex tent, n was the conference's emphasis on 
y ou th which attracted the Coast Gu ard con­ 
tingent. 


"It speaks well of the Nebraska school 
that it is getting su ch national attention,” 


said Dr. William D. Leipold, Kansas psy ­ 
chologist, gu est lectu rer and consu ltant for 
each of the eight sessions. “ To my 
knowledge, Nebraska’s school was the 
nation’s first to inclu de y ou th and I think 
that's really tremendou s.” 
Leipold, the clinical director of the 
renowned Valley Hope Alcoholism Treat­ 
ment Center at Norton, Kan., has par­ 
ticu larly stressed the prev ention of 
alcoholism 
throu gh 
edu cation. 
“ The 
earlier, the better," he insists. 
Another consu ltant was Dr. Barry Leach, 
ex ecu tiv e secretary of the Westchester 
Cou ncil on Alcoholism, White Plains, N.Y. 


According to Gary Schoenrock, directing 
the school on behalf of the Univ ersity of 
Nebraska-Lincoln 
Ex tension Div ision, 
abou t 60% of the participants are from 
Nebraska. Most represent mental health, 
alcoholic cou nseling and law enforcement 
agencies. 


Sessions for the y ou th hav e been handled 
principally by Ted Kawa and Andy 
Malekoff, both from the Mid-Nebraska 
Commu nity Mental Health Center at 
Grand Island. 


Althou gh the Coast Gu ard has long 
trained personnel in dru g and alcohol 
cou nseling, its enrolment of teenagers in 
su ch a program is said to be a first Bern 
Beidel, a second-class petty officer serv ing 
as a dru g edu cation specialist at Gov ernor s 
Island, N Y ., termed the cou rse “really 
stimu lating and effectiv e.” 


“The kids in the military are ju st like 
those any where, mirroring society in 
general," said Beidel, 26 "Bu t alcoholism 
is probably a little more seriou s among ser­ 
v ice personnel 
Their children need to 
know both the hazards of ex cessiv e 
drinking and how to deal with any 
alcoholics in their family .”

Morris say the company's of- 
ficials are .encouraged to be 
politically active and to con- 
tribute. Both insist that giving 
still is considered a matter of 
personal choice. 


"We don't force, enforce or 


check on political 
con- 


tributions," Morris said. "I've 
never talked to any of the other 
officers on the 12th floor about 
contributions to P. J. Morgan. 
There is no collusion. 


"No one said, 'we will give to 


P. J. and you give a token to Lee 
Terry,' " he said. 


Morris was the only Terry con- 


tributor among 11 NWB officials 
listed in the reports. 


Morris, a Republican, also 


gave to Democratic nominee 
John Cavanaugh and to the state. 
Democratic party. 


MacAllister, a registered 


Democrat, and Morris said they 
were not so partisan that they 
refused support to candidates of 
the other party. 


Supports Ford 


MacAllister says he is a sup- 


porter of President Ford now 
because he knows very little 
about the policies of-Jimmy 
Carter. 


NWB executive contributions 


have attracted public attention 
in the past. MacAllister resents 
that notoriety. 


"Frankly, it's puzzling how 


our contributions are viewed as 
sinister and as news," said the 
head of Nebraska's largest 
regulated industry. "I don't see 
why our contributions attract so 
much attention when the 
political action arms of educa- 
tion and labor groups dispense 
thousands of dollars almost un- 
noticed." 


New federal laws stemming

political contributors spread 
their contributions equally 
among parties and scoff at any 
implication they try to buy 
favors from elected officials.

Co., put a total of ?2,100 in the 
Senate and 2nd Congressional 
District House primary races. 
His largest contribution, ?1,000, 
went to Lee Terry, winner of the 
Republican nomination for 
Omaha's House seat. But Dom- 


browski also donated to P. J. 
Morgan, one of Terry's primary 
opponents, and John Cavanaugh, 
the Democratic nominee. 


Dombrowski also contributed 


to John Y. McCollister, 
Republican nominee for the 
Senate, and Hess Dyas, an un- 
successful candidate for the 
Democratic nominatioa 


Although a Republican, Dom- 


browski said he finds it difficult 
to refuse a request for a con- 
tribution to a Democratic can- 
didate advocated by a business 
associate. 


Don Regert, president of the 


Hartford Sand and Gravel Co. at 


Valley, said he was approached 
by business and personal friends, 
including Dombrowski. 


"When I needed help on get- 


ting three churches' parking lots 
blacktopped, I went to Tony 
Dombrowski," Rogert said. "He 
donated some of the material. 
How could I refuse him on Lee 
Terry?" 


Rogert said that when former 


Omaha Mayor Eugene Leahy 
asked him for a contribution to 
Jimmy Carter's 
presidential 


campaign, he donated because 
he owed Leahy a favor, even 


though he personally does not 
support Carter. 


A Republican, Regert shared 


$2,200 equally between the two 
parties as did Omahan J. D. 
Witheyspoon of- the Gibson 
Stores. Paul Schorr m of Lin- 
coln and Kearney industrialist J. 
A. Baldwin each gave $500 to 
both President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan. 


Schorr said he gave the $500 to 


Reagan when he was an early 
critic of a bill which would allow 
one striking union to shut down 
an entire construction project 
He said he gave the $500 to Ford 
when he vetoed the bill.

Truck Drivers May Need 
New Classified License

75. initiated by the price freeze 
of 1973. has enough on its hands 
in coping with the acts of God 
without having to suffer further 
from the burdens of man-made 
restraints." 
They added that addition of 
another processing plant "would 
further aggravate an already 
grave situation by further 
weakening our meat producing 
capacity, to the long-term detri­ 
ment of U.S. consumers.” 
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Truck Drivers May Need 
New Classified License 


Nebraska truckers who drive 
commercial vehicles and whose 
license renewal date is after July 
1 might need to hold a new 
classified driver’s license 
R. James Pearson, Nebraska 
Motor Vehicles Department 
director, announced Friday that 
anyone who drives a truck 
registered for more than 24.000 
pounds gross weight and is 
carrying cargo must obtain a 
Gass C license. 
Anyone who operates a truck- 
tractor in the 24,000-plus 
category must have a Class CC 
license, and must be at least 18 
years old, Pearson said 
In both instances, he said. 


applicants must complete a

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The Disco DJ Drives 
Decibels And Dances 


Above the scene at Uncle Sam's nightclub, on 


a partially enclosed stage, sits parttime disc 
jockey Jeff Souba, the power of a sound system 
and a supporting cast of lights at his fingertips. 


Souba, 21, Team Electronics employe by day, 


spends three nights a week at Sam's, almost 
singlehandedly running the stage show. 


He announces the songs. He operates the 


lights and bubble machine. 


He plays the part of an animated host, 


making sure everyone has a good time. 


Sometimes it takes some coaxing, Souba 


said. 


Sometimes he has to joke with men a little; 


since they're taking these women out for a good 
time, what are they doing sitting on the sidelines? 


"When I first started, I'd turn off the sound 


system and there would be dead silence," Souba 
said. 


While the audience recovered from the shock 


of 100 decibels halting to nothingness, Souba 


would announce future shows. He learned who in 
the audience was having a birthday. He learned 
some of his customer's names. 


When the music started again, he could call 


people by name to the dance floor. 


Souba has been with Sam's since its begin- 


ning, starting as a bartender. He'didn't think the 
club's two DJs were "cutting it," so he asked for 
a chance. 


Souba had no training for such pursuits. His 


only emcee duties had been in high school, when, 
as a member of a rock band, he introduced the 
songs. 


Souba said he aims for a program of half- 


rock, half-disco. He never plays a set the same 
way twice. 


"I don't like the idea that people can set their 


watches by what song you're playing," he said. 


Souba said he hopes to work at Sam's "as 


long as I have the spunk to work both nights and 
days."

Disco's Voltage: Hustle, Hip And Hype

_ Dementia is king: dancers losing themselvesd to the polished 


chug of rhythm and blues and the dizzying flashes of lights, all 
kinds: black, colored, strobed, mirrored. 


This sort of thing happens nightly at Uncle Sam's, 2440 0 St, 


housed in a buidling where Bauer chocolate mints were once 
manufactured. No more. 


The Uncle Sam's franchise of nightclubs — there's nine 


across the country — opened its Lincoln Club on Jan. 24,1975. 


Socially inclined Lincolinites go to Sam's lighted dance floor 


to hustle and bump reality away. 


If the dancer is especially hip, he will do more than the hustle 


and bump — the most publicized of the current dance steps. He 
also knows the Bus Stop, Manhattan, the Roller Coaster, the B.T. 
Express — any of .the new steps that filter into Lincoln from 
Chicago or the coastal areas. 


Uncle Sam's is Lincoln's closest approximation to the 


national pop-music trend known as disco. 


Discos use recorded, never live, music, played through high- 


voltage sound systems. A disc jockey spins records and announces 
the songs. A drummer doubles the beat of the record. 


The attempt is to make the music a giddy rush for all the 


senses. Light boards blink designs — some very elaborate — 
roughly in time to the music. Fog machines are used in some of 
the big-time discos; Uncle Sam's has a bubble machine. 


According to Arthur Murray dance instructor Debbie 


Damell, the Lincoln disco scene is hot right now, and for disco, 
"Sam's the place." 


Keith Heckman, secretary-treasurer of the Lincoln Musicians 


Association, said only two discotheques operate in Lincoln: 
Sam's, with a franchise operation to help sustain it; and Little 
Bohemia East, which Heckman said can use "the gimmick of 
overflow" to keep all three Little Bo clubs in the black. 


"You don't see any disco here making it only because it is a 


disco," Heckman said. 


'All American Crowd* 


Al Geer, 21, assistant managefat Sam's, says the club attracts 


an "all-American crowd," aged 20 to 22, except during the 
summer when the average age is a couple of years older. 


Sam's usually has six sets of music a night, Geer said: two 20- 


minute slow sets; two 40-minute disco sets, and two 40-minute 
rock 'n roll sets. 


"We had a crowd here that came-to do the hustle because 


they can get disco here and they can't get it anywhere else in Lin- 
coln," Geer said. 


Not as many people dance the hustle these days, DJ Jeff 


Souba said, because the tempo of disco music is becoming too 
fast for that Some disco tunes have returned to the 20s jitterbug 
feeling, he said, citing the recent hit remake of "Babyface". 


But other clubs have succumbed to disco's spirit. 
Little Bohemia East has a lighted wall blazing technicolor 


cubed designs at mind-boggling speeds and a local disc personali- 
ty spinning the records. 


But the choice of tunes leans toward standard AM airplay, 


not true disco. 


Disco music is stylized. 
Its roots are black rhythm and blues, but with the grirtiness 


gone and a smoother, silkier sound in its place. The cotton-candy 


arrangements use strings and horns. The tunes have a maddening 
ability to stick in your bead. 


Bo's Center has live entertainment While the band takes a 


break, two go-go dancers perform to disco numbers, standing on 
a circular platform rimmed .with alternating red lights to give the 
platforms the illusion of movement 


Another club, the Royal Grove, has live entertainment — 


which isn't disco — but does have a lighted dance floor — an 
almost universal feature of disco clubs. 


Discotheques are hardly new. They were imported from 


France and enjoyed a short-lived heyday in the early '60s. 


The recession brought discos back, bigger than ever. 
Social theorists, who make their livings by coming up with 


hypotheses about such fringe say discotheques returned during 
the 1975 recession because young people didn't care about saving 
money. They wanted to enjoy themselves, forget their problems. 


And what better way to purge oneself than the rite of dance, 


washing away workaday pressures with sweat? 


• Although commercially successful, disco is a form that music 


critics almost love to hate 


"Really, is mere anything more vapid than disco music?" 


Stereo Review asked. 


"It's awful to listen to," Rolling Stone agreed. 


Many Vocal Critics 


Perhaps the most vocal critics of disco music nationwide are 


aspiring-musicians. Disco puts them out of work. 


It's cheaper for a bar owner to maintain equipment and to 


hire a disc jockey than to pay a live band 12,000 a week. 


The dancing customers, not the musicians, become the floor 


show. 


Although disco has "definitely had regional impact," Lincoln 


musicians have not felt its pinch, Heckman said. 


Disco has brought back something that died with Chubby 


Checkers and the Peppermint Twist 


People are dancing together again, in bodily contact, learning 


dances with structured steps. 


The Arthur Murray Dance Studio has taught disco for about 


three years. In that time, the studio has had a 200% increase in 
the number of young people coming in for dance lessons, said 
manager Chuck McGowan. 


Social dancing classes offered through the Women's Physical 


Education Department at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln are 
among the first to fill up, with a list of students waiting to fill any 
vacancies. 


Instruction Requested 


Touch dancing has returned in popularity as "part of whole 


nostalgia scene," McGowan said. 


Couples — young and old alike — request private instruction 


in everything from the jitterbug, the waltz to the polka. A 65-year- 
old couple has taken lessons in disco dancing. 


"People appreciate good dancing," Ms. Darnell said. 
The two most well-known steps in disco are the hustle, a 


• cross between the marenga and the samba; and the bump, a freer 


form, where the dancer jousts his partner on the hips, legs, 
wherever, hopefully both partners bumping at the same time. 


But the two steps have many variations. 
The hustle can be danced in a line, as in the L.A. Hustle. 


Then there is the Latin hustle Besides the usual bump, there is 
the double bump or triple bump.

Above the scene at Uncle Sam’s nightclub, on 
a partially enclosed stage, sits parttime disc 
jockey Jeff Souba, the power of a sound system 
and a supporting cast of lights at his fingertips. 
Souba, 21, Team Electronics employe by day, 
spends three nights a week at Sam’s, almost 
smglehandedly running the stage show. 
He announces the songs. He operates the 
lights and bubble machine. 
He plays the part of an animated host, 
making sure everyone has a good time. 
Sometimes it takes some coaxing, Souba 
said 
Sometimes he has to joke with men a little; 
since they re taking these women out for a good 
time, what are they doing sitting on the sidelines? 
‘ When I first started, I’d turn off the sound 
system and there would be dead silence,’’ Souba 
said. 
While the audience recovered from the shock 
of 100 decibels halting to nothingness, Souba 


would announce future shows. He learned who in 
the audience was having a birthday. He learned 
some of his customer’s names. 
When the music started again, he could call 
people by name to the dance floor. 
Souba has been with Sam’s since its begin­ 
ning, starting as a bartender. He didn’t think the 
club’s two DJs were “cutting it,” so he asked for 
a chance. 
Souba had no training for such pursuits. His 
only emcee duties had been in high school, when, 
as a member of a rock band, he introduced the 
songs 
Souba said he aims for a program of half­ 
rock, half-disco. He never plays a set the same 
way twice. 
“ I don't like the idea that people can set their 
watches by what song you’re playing,” he said. 
Souba said he hopes to work at Sam’s "as 
long as I have the spunk to work both nights and 
days.” 
Disco ’s Voltage: Hustle, Hi p And Hype

Dementia is king: dancers losing themselvesd to the polished 
chug of rhythm and blues and the dizzying flashes of lights, all 
kinds; black, colored, strobed, mirrored. 
This sort of thing happens nightly at Uncle Sam’s, 2440 0 St., 
housed in a buidbng where Bauer chocolate mints were once 
manufactured No more 
The Uncle Sam's franchise of nightclubs — there’s nine 
across the country - opened its Lincoln Club on Jan 24, 1975 
Socially inclined Uncolinites go to Sam s lighted dance floor 
to hustle and bump reality away. 


If the dancer is especially hip, he will do more than the hustle 
and bump — the most publicized of the current dance steps. He 
also knows the Bus Stop, Manhattan, the Roller Coaster, the B.T. 
Express — any of the new steps that filter into Lincoln from 
Chicago or the coastal areas. 
Uncle Sam’s is Lincoln’s closest approximation to the 
national pop-music trend known as disco. 
Discos use recorded, never live, music, played through high- 
voltage sound systems. A disc jockey spins records and announces 
the songs. A drummer doubles the beat of the record. 


The attempt is to make the music a giddy rush for all the 
senses Light boards blink designs — some very elaborate — 
roughly in time to the music. Fog machines are used in some of 
the big-time discos; Uncle Sam’s has a bubble machine 
According to Arthur Murray dance instructor Debbie 
Darnell, the Lincoln disco scene is hot right now, and for disco. 
“Sam’s the place,” 


Keith Heckman, secretary-treasurer of the Lincoln Musicians 
Association, said only two discotheques operate in Lincoln: 
Sam’s, with a franchise operation to help sustain it; and Little 
Bohemia East, which Heckman said can use "the gimmick of 
overflow ’ to keep all three Little Bo clubs in the black. 
"You don’t see any disco here making it only because it is a 
disco,” Heckman said. 
‘All American Crowd' 
A1 Geer, 21, assistant managerat Sam’s, says the club attracts 
an "all-American crowd,” aged 20 to 22, except during the 
summer when the average age is a couple of years older. 
Sam's usually has six sets of music a night, Geer said: two 20- 
minute slow sets; two 40-minute disco sets, and two 40-minute 
rock ’n roll sets. 
“We had a crowd here that came to do the hustle because 
they can get disco here and they can't get it anywhere else in Lin­ 
coln,” Geer said 
Not as many people dance the hustle these days, DJ Jeff 
Souba said, because the tempo of disco music is becoming too 
fast for that. Some disco tunes have returned to the 20s jitterbug 
feeling, he said, citing the recent hit remake of “Babyface”. 
But other clubs have succumbed to disco’s spirit. 
Little Bohemia East has a lighted wall blazing technicolor 
cubed designs at mind-boggling speeds and a local disc personali­ 
ty spinning the records. 
But the choice of tunes leans toward standard AM airplay, 
not true disco. 
Disco music is stylized 
Its roots are black rhythm and blues, but with the gnttiness 
gone and a smoother, silkier sound in its place. The cotton-candy

Social theorists, who make their livings by coming up with 
hypotheses about such things, say discotheques returned during 
the 1975 recession because young people didn't care about saving 
money They wanted to enjoy themselves, forget their problems. 
And what better way to purge oneself than the rite of dance, 
washing away workaday pressures with sweat? 
Although commercially successful disco is a form that music 
critics almost love to hate. 
“Really, is there anything more vapid than disco music?” 
Stereo Review asked. 
“It’s awful to listen to,” Rolling Stone agreed. 
Many Vocal Critics 
Perhaps the most vocal critics of disco music nationwide are 
aspiring musicians. Disco puts them out of work. 
It's cheaper for a bar owner to maintain equipment and to 
hire a disc jockey than to pay a live band 12,000 a week 
The dancing customers, not the musicians, become the floor 
show 


Although disco has "definitely had regional impact,” Lincoln 
musicians have not felt its pinch, Heckman said. 
Disco has brought back something that died with Chubby 
Checkers and the Peppermint Twist. 
People are dancing together again, in bodily contact, learning 
dances with structured steps 
The Arthur Murray Dance Studio has taught disco for about 
three years. In that time, the studio has had a 200'1 increase in 
the number of young people coming in for dance lessons, said 
manager Chuck McGowan 
Social dancing classes offered through the Women’s Physical 
Education Department at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln are 
among the first to fill up, with a list of students waiting to fill any 
vacancies 
Instruction Requested 
Touch dancing has returned in popularity as "part of whole 
nostalgia scene,” McGowan said. 
Couples — young and old alike — request private instruction 
in everything from the jitterbug, the waltz to the polka. A 65-year- 
old couple has taken lessons in disco dancing 
"People appreciate good dancing,” Ms. Darnell said.

1974 Match Play tourney at 
Alliance, went one extra hole to 
defeat Lincoln's Mike Hughett 
Friday morning and then needed 
two extra holes to beat his 
Oklahoma State teammate Larry 
Sock of Norfolk. 


"Dan didn't play as well as he 


did last year when he beat me 
and I played better this year," 
the 30-year-old Olson explained 
after sinking a cup-rimming two- 
foot putt to sew up his victory 
over Bahensky. 


"Dan and I are good friends 


and we don't like to beat each 
other," Olson laughed. "This 
was my sweet revenge today. 
Neither of us played as well as 
we" did this morning. The wind 
came up and made scoring dif- 
ficult. 


Sieckmann also felt he played 


better'in his morning victory 
over Hughett when he was three- 
under par through the first 12 
holes, which included a three- 
putt green on No. 8.

Finley Files Suit 
Requests Restraint 


CHICAGO (AP) - Owner 


Charles 0. Finley of the Oak- 
land As filed a $10 million 
damage suit against baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn Fri- 
day, asking for a temporary re- 
straining order to block Kuhn's 
edict which cancelled the big- 
gest series of player sates in 
baseball history. 


The suit, filed in U.S. District 


Court, charges Kuhn with vio- 
lating antitrust laws, conspiring 
to deprive Finley of his rightful 
money from toe safe of his 
players and several civil rights 
violations, said Flntey's attor- 
ney, Neil Papiano of Los Ange- 
les, 


Also named as defendants 


were the American League, the 
National League, the Major 
League Executive Council,' the 
Boston Red Sox and the New 
York Yankees. Thus far, the 
Commissioner's office, the 
American League office and the 
Yankees had no comment on the 
suit 


The suit stems from Kuhn's 


cancellation of the sale by Fin- 
ley of Vida Blue to the Yankees 
for $1.5 million and of Joe Rudi 
and Rollie Fingers to the Red 
Sox for $1 million each. 


Those sates came just prior to 


the baseball trading deadline of 
midnight, June 15 and Kuhn 
ruled last Friday that they were 
not in the "best interests of 
baseball" He then ordered that 
the three players be restored to 
the Oakland roster. 


Finley, however, has refused 


to play the trio, despite Kuhn's 
teletype Thursday night direct- 
ing Finley to "remove any re- 
straint against the use of these 
players in Oaklind games." 


Meanwhile, Finley sent a 


telegram to Kuhn seeking clari- 
fication of Kuhn's teletype. 
Kuhn then sent a telegram to 
Finley Friday; warning that 
there would be "grave penal- 
ties" if the dub does not use the 
three players "in a normal way.

York Yankees Thus far, the 
Commissioner’s 
office, 
the 
American League office and the 
Yankees had no comment on the 
suit 
The suit stems from Kuhn’s 


cancellation of the sale by Fin­ 
ley of Vida Blue to the Yankees 
for $1.5 million and of Joe Rudt 
and Rollie Fingers to the Red 
Sox for $1 million each. 
Those sales came just prior to 
the baseball trading deadline of 
midnight, June 15 and Kuhn 
ruled last Friday that they were 
not in the "best interests of 
baseball ” He then ordered that 
the three players be restored to 
the Oakland roster. 
Finley, however, has refused

National Leader Clocks 1:50.0 


Steve Schellenberger of Arlington Heights, Dl., is the leader 


with a 1:50.0. He zipped that in the state meet at Charleston on 
May 29. Remarkably, the top three finishers in the Illinois state 
meet bettered Pohling's time. Second place was 1:51.3 and third 
was 1:51.9. Even fourth place wasn't too shabby —1:52.6. 


Mark Gauger of Houston (Tex.) Spring Woods, No. 3 on the 


national prep 880 charts, also accomplished his 1:51.1 in state 
meet competition. 


If Illinois half mile times impress you, consider this: the 


two-mile relay was introduced into the state meet for the first 
time last month and eight teams ran better than 7:45.

and was rushed to a hospital 
here in Baltimore. I spent much 
time with him but not at 
mealtime until he was there 
about a week. I could see him 
getting weaker. I understood 
why when I finally happened to 
be there just when they came to 
take his dinner away. 


Not a thing was opened for 


him. Everything was sealed, the 
entire dinner, the plastic eating 
utensils and the cream. He had 
too much pride to ask someone 
to "do" for him so he went 
hungry. Finally he just did't care 
anymore. 


Now, every single chance I get 


to help someone. I ask and then I 
help, in memory of my father 
who died in a non-caring 
hospital. I have found everyone 
to whom I offered my assistance 
extremely grateful Old people 
have so much pride and their big 
concern is not to be a burden to 
others. 


Please urge your readers to 


reconsider the letter in your re- 
cent column about not helping 
those who don't ask for it The 
grateful smiles of those helped 
will "tug" at their hearts. 
Signed: Someone who cares 
about those who need help. 


COMMENT: I hope you took 


your complaints about your 
father's treatment to the ad- 
ministration of that hospital. It 
is callous beyond words" to put 
food down in front of a stroke 
victim in such a way that he can- 
not get at it 


While I agree with you that 


handicapped persons of any age 
are concerned about not being a 
burden to others, I believe that 
persons in good mental health 
can distinguish between asking 
to have a legitimate need met 
and being a burden. In your 
father's case, there were the 
extenuating circumstances of his 
stroke, hospitalization, and in- 
capacitation.

The Lincoln Electric System (LES) is being sued by the 


Nebraska Public Power District (NPPD) once again. This time 
NPPD claims that LES owes it tt million to buy fuel for the 
Cooper Nuclear Station near Brownvffle and for past power bills 


In the lawsuit filed Friday in Lancaster County District 


Court, NPPD contends that LES owes it $106,335 for additional 
fuel costs associated with the Cooper power plant. 


LES also owes NPPD another $2,946,413 in monthly billings 


money which LES has withheld since April and placed in an es- 
crow account. 


NPPD already has filed earlier lawsuits seeking $11.5 million 


from the city-owned LES for money it claims the city owes them 
for wholesale power. 


NPPD said in the current suit that the resolution of the law- 


suit involves "a determination of legal and factual questions, and 
mixed question of fact and law which are numerous, complex, 
technical and require the introduction of evidence which will be 
variant, technical and voluminous." 


NPPD also asked the court to hear the case, instead of ap- 


pointing a jury. NPPD charged that a jury would be "incompe- 
tent to deal intelligently" with the case and still come to a "just 
conclusion."

Schatz ordered the two terms 


to be served concurrently, but 


after a five-year sentence Brown 
is to begin serving Monday in 
connection with a federal court 
conviction in Iowa. 


Brown was found guilty in 


Iowa in March of wire and mail 
fraud, conspiracy and interstate 
transportation of stolen proper- 
ty, records show.

overestimate of the deficit, LES 
administrator Walt Canney said, 
was that LES expected the 


Cooper Nuclear Station to be out 
of operation during all of May. 


Instead the generating plant 


worked 12 days. In addition, 
LES managed to buy bargain- 
basement electricity from the 
U.S. Bureau of Reclamation for 
one-third the price it would have 
paid other sources. 


Canney told the LES board at 


its monthly meeting that LES 
had a "wrestling match for 
about 10 days" before it got its

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NPPD Sues 
LES Again

The Linco ln Electric Sy stem (LES) is being sued by the 
Nebraska Public Po wer District (NPPD) o nce again. This time 
NPPD claims that LES o wes it $3 millio n to buy fuel fo r the 
Co o per Nuclear Statio n near Bro wnville and fo r past po wer bills. 
In the lawsuit filed Friday in Lancaster Co unty District 
Co urt, NPPD co ntends that LES o wes it $108 ,335 fo r additio nal 
fiitel co sts asso ciated with the Co o per po wa- plant. 
LES also o wes NPPD ano ther $2.946,413 in mo nthly billinp, 
mo ney whkh LES has withheld since AprU and placed in an es­ 
cro w acco unt. 
NPPD already has filed earlier lawsuits seeking $11.5 millio n 
fro m the city -o wned LES fo r mo ney it claims the city o wes them 
fo r who lesale po wer. 
NPPD said in the current suit that the reso lutio n o f the law­ 
suit invo lves “ a determinatio n o f legal and factual quratio ns, and 
mix ed questio n o f fact and law which are numero us, co mplex , 
technical and require the intro ductio n o f evidence which will be 
variant, techmcal and vo lumino us.” 
NPPD also asked the co urt to hear the case, instead o f ap­ 
po inting a jury . NPPD charged that a jury wo uld be “ inco mpe­ 
tent to deal intelligently ” with the case and still co me to a “ just 
co nclusio n.” 
The po wer district said a reso lutio n o f the mo netary dispute 
is needed to re-establish “ a so und and reliable basis fo r the co n­ 
tinuatio n o f uninterrupted service to the city ” by NPPD. 
NPPD has threatened befcMre {o sto p delivering electricity to 
Linco ln unless LES paid its co ntested po wa- bills. LES co ntends 
that NPPD is misreading the co ntractual agreements between the 
two utilities.

mine funding include murder, 
fo rcible r^e, aggravated assault 
and auto theft. 
The bo ard vo ted to disburse
